Williams was the author of the book; but Mr. John Farrer, to whom he 
alludes in the preface, supplied all the material.

The distortion 
of geographical truth in the map, taken in connection with the MS. notes (in which

An interesting and valuable collection chiefly of official papers in cases of 
legal process, etc., but including also three Miracle-Plays (Las Almas y las Albac6as, 
El Nacimiento de Tsaac; S. Elena y la Santa Cms) of the seventeenth century, in 
Mexican with Spanish translations. One document of remarkable interest is a beauti¬ 
fully written Mexican letter or protest addressed by the notables of Mexico, Tezcuco, 
etc. to Philip II. The blank space above the text on p. 1 is filled with a long account 
by one of the monks at whose request it had been prepared for transmission to 
the King, after passing through the hands of Miguel Navarro, Geronimo Mendieta, and 
Alonso de Molina. It failed to reach the monarch, and the kindly monk says bitterly 
“ Bien se colige de aqui como estos nuestros hijos son inayudables.” A modern Spanish 
translation is added. There are further the two following printed documents which we 
have not seen mentioned by any bibliographer.

But the Mexican scholar Ic&zbalceta inclined to the 
belief that it is Otomi, and a comparison of the text of the Lord's Prayer, which is 
given by Bancroft in both those tongues, makes it almost indisputable that the 
vocabulary here is Otomi, not Maxahna.

Speaking of etymological affinities Prescott (Conquest of Mexico) says, “a 
remarkable exception is found in the Otuomi or Otomib language, which covers a 
wider territoir than any other but the Mexican, in New Snain; and which, both in 
its monosyllabic composition, so different from those around it, and in its vocabulary, 

shows a very singular affinity to the Chinese.It stands alone among the idioms 

of the New World, as the Basque —the solitary wreck, perhaps, of a primitive age— 
exists among those of the Old.*'

This work has been in fact 
known only through the edition of Lima, 1614, which is always described under the 
name of the printer, Francesco del Canto, and supposed to be his own production. 

From a comparison with the larger book, which bears Holguin's name, and from some 
words in the latter which make reference to a previous essay,—we are enabled to 
conclude that the present Grammatics y Vocabulario, 1603, is simply the unrecognized 
first edition of the large work printed and published by Del Canto in 1607-8, with 
Holguin's authorahip revealed on the title-pages. 

[There is of coarse a possibility that the work of 1603 may be a modified edition 
of the Arte y Vocabulario of Domingo de San Tomas, published in 1560, but there 
are several reasons against it.]

The preface “ al Letor " is signed by Francisco del Canto, and contains the words, 

“He hecho este Vocabulario'', which have hitherto been taken as sufficient warrant 
for assigning the authorship of the work to him Although he had already in 1607-8 
printed Holguin’s quarto Dictionary and Grammar, he reprinted this original anonymous 
work of Holguin in 1614 as a cheaper and handier work for common use, but, notwith¬ 
standing the words “ he hecho,” be can hardly have been ignorant of its true authorship.

The last leaf of the Vocabulario bears the words “ Esto es Christiano Lector lo 
que en csta primers impresion he podido aumentar este Vocabulario . . " They might 
lead to the opinion that this was actually a first edition, but it is really only a first 
augmented edition. The title-page makes it clear that a smaller edition had preceded 
it, in the words : u en qne salen a lnz de nnevo las cosas que faltavan en el Vocabu- 
laria" Furthermore the Prologo al Lector in the Arte contains these words: esta 
arte qne va en dos libros junta con las addiciones qne van en otros dos, tienen siete 
tanto qne el Arte qne hasta agora andaua.”—That preceding book was unquestionably 
the Gramvnatica y Vocabulario of Seville, 1603, described above. In the earlier part 
of the Prologo referred to, he states that this Arte was composed for the purpose of 
forming preachers, and that, for the simpler object of enabling priests to receive con¬ 
fessions in the native ngue, there already misted one (esa ya la habia).

A Concordance to the Poetical Works of Percy Bysshe Shelley was 
originally undertaken by Mrs. H. B. Porman at the suggestion of her husband, 
the painstaking and able Editor of the poet’s writings, some twelve years since, 
but before she had been able to make much progress with the work, circum¬ 
stances occurred which obliged her to discontinue her labours, and it remained 
in abeyance till the Shelley Society was founded in 1886. The scheme was 
then revived, and a number of ladies and gentlemen kindly volunteered their 
assistance in the tedious but necessary work of copying out the extracts. With 
this valuable help the Editor succeeded in getting the whole work copied within 
a year, and it was intended to proceed at once with the printing more or less 
after the manner of Mrs. Cowden Clark’s Concordance to Shakespeare. But 
when Dr. Purnivall came to be consulted, he at once pointed out how very 
greatly the value of the work would be enhanced if the Editor would be at the 
pains to arrange and classify the words according to their parts of speech and 
different meanings and forces, as much after the fashion of Dr. Schmidt’s 
Shakespeare Lexicon as was consistent with preserving the character of a 
Concordance. Upon this plan, therefore, the Editor has done his best to carry 
the work through, but during the time necessary for its completion it became 
evident that the bulk of the book, on the amended plan, would be such as 
to make it too great an undertaking for the Shelley Society to be responsible 
for, from the considerable outlay it must necessarily involve. Several publishers 
who were sounded on the subject shrank from any financial responsibility, but 
five minutes’ conversation of the Editor with Mr. Quaritch solved the difficulty, 
and should no unforeseen and unavoidable hindrance occur there is every 
reason to hope that the book may be delivered to the public at the time 
indicated, as the whole of the MS. is actually in the printer’s hands.
